Is there is just as much difference In
class between the tennis on th aver-
age court and the finals, for example,

ence obtains not only ln the degree
of mechanical proficiency but in the
strategy of the game.

The mechanics of tennis are quite
as marvelous as the mechanics of
baseball. A tennis ball is about as
temperamental a thing as you ran
Imagine When twn such objects
clash the logical result is a ball zip-

ping madly, nncontrnllablv through
the air. That Is precisely what hap-
pens if the racquet is in a novice's
hands But a little experience en
ables one to evade the laws of motion.
In the expert's hands the racquet can
make the mercurial volatile tennis
ball perform docllelv, unerringly and
m stifyinglj

The Btrategy of tennis is more suit
able than that of baseball. Between
players ordinarily proficient a tennis
game Is a continuous clash of wits, as
well as of mechanical skill A noted
sport writer has said that next to the
prize ring the tennis court makes the
hardest demands on the quality called
gameness ' The quality of sameness

eludes definition, but if It means tak-
ing advantage of vour opponents
weakness, pushing him hard when ho
shows symptoms of retreating, out-
guessing him and standing the gaff
when luck Is running against von and
holding your nene If that is gam-nes-

then tennis tests that quality to
Its limit As In baseball or football
or boxing, so It Is in tennis the quit
ter never gets up ery far in if
game of presentable carb, of gentler
speech and manner than the diamond,
gridiron or squared circle, it Is as
virile as any of them, it Is a fight.
That Is why It is claiming voting

merica's attention and enthusiasm
That is why it will hold them. And
it Is a clean fight St. Louis Repub-
lic.

shlreman, who died in his on hun- -

dred and slxtv ninth ear. after a life
of "temperance and labor' William
Edward, a Welshman, who die In
1668 ?.t the age of 168, and Juana
Truxo a South Carolina negre:-s- , who
m spite of her love of drink lived to
be 162.

Indeed, women have rivaled men In
longevity, as is shown by the case of
the gav Countess of Desmond, who Is
credited with having once been
Rh hard Ill's partner In a dance. She
survived her husband, the Earl, sev-
